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NEWSROOM NOTES— A 
spoonfu l of ice cream, a sip of 
hot coffee or iced tea, a bite of a 
candy bar, ex posu re to cold 
air— and sometimes the tou ch 
of a toothbru sh— can be painfu l 
for the person with hy persensi­ 
tiv e teeth. 
A recent questio nnaire an­ 
swered by dentists indicates 
that o ne o f ev ery sev en o f 
their patients suffers fro m 
dental hy persensitiv ity . This 
co nditio n, also referred to as 
“ sensitiv e teeth,” and ev en 
“ tender teeth” is no thing 
new. It was reco rded by the 
Chinese as far back as 25 00 
B.C. 
Persons with hy persensitiv e 
teeth ex perience pain ranging 
in intensity from a slight 
“twinge” or mild discomfort, to 
ex treme sev erity . One or more 
teeth may be affected. The de­ 
gree of pain v aries and can be 
regu lar or intermittent in oc­ 
cu rrence. It appears to be re­ 
lated principally to ex posed 
tooth dentin and cementu m, bu t 
also to some ex tent to the indi­ 
v idu al’s threshold of pain, and 
perhaps also to emotional and 
psy chic factors. These psy chic 
factors also hav e been consid­ 
ered a possible consequ ence, as 
well as a contribu tory cau se, of 
dental hy persensitiv ity . 
Harry Skurnik, DDS, o f 
Mo ntreal, Canada, has writ­ 
ten in “ The Jo urnal o f Perio - 
do nto lo g y ” that such patients 
may believ e it is a sy mpto m 
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o f dental deterio ratio n. So me 
av o id eating certain ho t, co ld 
o r to ug h fo o ds that hav e pro ­ 
v o ked pain in the past. The 
effects o f acid and hig h-car- 
bo hy drate fo o ds in stimulat­ 
ing painful sensatio ns are 
also well kno wn. 
Some patients abstain from 
toothbru shing in an effort to 
av oid pain. Unhappily for these 
indiv idu als neglect of good oral 
hy giene practices only in­ 
creases their basic problem. 
The co nditio n is co mmo n in 
g ro wing children when co m­ 
plete calcificatio n and hard­ 
ening o f the enamel has no t 
y et taken place. Ortho do ntia, 
which o ften requires filing 
do wn teeth and the use o f 
wires, is also a co ntributing 
facto r. Ho wev er, it is also 
co mmo n in adults after the 
ag e o f 35 , and so me autho ri­ 
ties predict that mo st perso ns 
will dev elo p sensitiv e teeth at 
so me time in their liv es. 
Not all patients su ffer sev ere­ 
ly . Some may not recognize the 
condition if it is one of long 
standing and is tolerable for 
them. Dentists also su spect that 
some su fferers hav e come to 
ex pect that the condition is nor­ 
mal, or will not admit the con­ 
dition ex ists— for fear of pain­ 
fu l, lengthy and costly treat­ 
ments. Dentists sometimes test 
a patient’s sensitiv ity following 
completion of dental work with 
a jet stream of cold water or 
air. 


U.N. veto 


UNITED 
NATIONS, 
NY. 
(AP) — The United States cast 
its second v eto in the history of 
the U.N. Secu rity Cou ncil Su n­ 
day night. It killed a resolu tion 
demanding a halt to Israeli re­ 
prisal raids bu t making no 
mention of the Arab terrorism 
that prov oked the raids. 
The v eto came after an all­ 
day debate on the Palestinian 
gu errilla massacre of Israeli 
Oly mpic athletes in Mu nich 
Tu esday and Israeli air strikes 
Friday at repu ted gu errilla po­ 
sitions in Sy ria and Lebanon. 
China and the Sov iet Union 
earlier had v etoed amendments 
that wou ld hav e applied the 
resolu tion to terrorist activ ities 
as well as military operations. 
U.S. 
Ambassador 
George 


Bu sh said their v etoes killed “a 
v ery important passage that 
cou ld hav e made the resolu tion 
more acceptable.” 


Ex plaining his own v eto, he 
said the resolu tion ignored real­ 
ities and “looked to effect bu t 
not to cau se.” Its “silence on 
the disaster in Mu nich” inv ited 
more terrorism, he said. 


“We seek and su pport a 
world in which athletes need 
not fear assassins and passen­ 
gers on planes need not fear hi­ 
jacking, Bu sh declared. 
Bu sh got applau se from the 
gallery for his v eto. And Israeli 
Ambassador Yosef Tekoah, ab­ 
sent becau se of the Jewish New 
Year, told newsmen by tele­ 
phone that the U.S. v ote wou ld

be “applau ded by 
Israel.” 
Sov iet Ambassador Jacob A. 
Malik spoke of “the distressing 
ev ents which occu rred in Mu n­ 
ich” bu t said to pu t them on 
the same footing as the new Is­ 
raeli raids wou ld be “condoning 
the aggressiv e policy of the Is­ 
raeli maniacs.” 
Chinese Ambassador Hu ang 
Hu a, presiding ov er the cou ncil 
for the first time since Peking 
entered the world organization 
late last y ear, also referred to 
“the u nfortu nate incident” in 
Mu nich bu t then said that the 
Palestinians and other Arabs 
had been “compelled to take u p 
arms 
... 
to 
recov er 
their 
homelands” from Israel. 
Ambassadors Haissam Kelani 


of Sy ria and Edou ard Ghorra of 
Lebanon, who had asked for the 
meeting, 
registered 
dis­ 
satisfaction. Ghorra said he 
was “deeply disappointed” by 
the U.S. v eto and cou ld not let 
the matter rest. Bu t both he 
and Kelani called the resolu tion 
that failed too weak. 
The resolu tion, sponsored by 
Somalia, Gu inea and Yu go­ 
slav ia, noted “the deteriorating 
situ ation in the Middle East” 
and called on “the parties con­ 
cerned to cease immediately all 
military operations and ex ­ 
ercise the greatest restraint.” 
Adjou rning 
the 
meeting, 
President Hu ang said the Se­ 
cu rity Cou ncil still had before it 
the Sy rian and Lebanese com­ 
plaints against the Israeli at­ 


tacks and he wou ld consu lt the 
other members on when to 
meet again. 


In Israel, the start of the 
Jewish New Year was cele­ 
brated qu ietly in the wake of 
the heav iest Israeli air attacks 
against the Arab gu errillas 
since the 1967 war. The Israeli 
armed forces remained on the 
alert. 


Lt. Gen. Dav id Elazar, the 
Army chief of staff, warned 
du ring a telev ision appearance 
that more terrorist attacks 
cou ld be ex pected. He said they 
wou ld be met by fu rther cou nt­ 
erattacks. The Israeli raids, he 
said, were in retaliation not 
only for the Mu nich massacre 
bu t also for a rising wav e of 


attacks against Israel’s borders 
with Sy ria and Lebanon. 


Reply ing to Arab claims that 
nu merou s civ ilians were killed 
in the raids, Elazar said: “We 
make ev ery effort to av oid 
hu rting civ ilians, bu t many ter­ 
rorist bases are situ ated in the 
v icinity of civ ilian settlements. 
It is, therefore, u nfortu nately 
impossible alway s to av oid har­ 
ming civ ilians.” 


Sy ria said its casu alties in 
the Friday bombings were the 
heav iest since the 1967 six -day 
war—200 killed 
and 
scores 
wou nded. The Lebanese gov ern­ 
ment said 18 persons were 
killed and 31 wou nded by Is­ 
raeli air action against its terri­ 
tory . 


City losing 
$33,416 yearly 
in fire taxes 


The city ’s annu al tax rev enu e loss du e to the ov erlap­ 
ping of the Dix on Ru ral Fire Protection District and the 
city limits has reached $33,416 , May or Warren Walder to­ 
day told commissioners of the district. 
The problem of the ov erlapping arises from the fact 
that areas inclu ded in the district which are later annex ed 
to the city continu e to be tax ed by the district for fire pro­ 
tection serv ices, rather than by the city . 
The commissioners today agreed to consider an offer 
to contract for serv ices from the city which the may or 
said he wou ld present at the nex t meeting of the district 
commissioners. 
This problem has a history . 
In 1963, the Illinois Su preme Cou rt ru led property 
owners liv ing in areas protected by two fire departments 
cou ld be tax ed by only one of them, and fu rther said if one 
of the two departments is a fire protection district which 
serv ed the area before it was annex ed to a mu nicipality , 
the ru ral district wou ld be the agency permitted to lev y 
tax es against property in the affected area. 
Howev er, in 1965 the General Assembly passed legis­ 
lation which prov ides for disconnection from ru ral district 
of any area which lies within the limits of a city which pro­ 
v ides fire protection. 
The legislation prov ided the disconnection wou ld 
au tomatically take place Jan. 1, 19 6 6 , u nless a ru ral dis­ 
trict filed a cou rt objection before Sept. 1,19 6 5. 
The Dix on ru ral district filed an objection Au g. 25, 
1965. 
The city filed an answer to the objection on Sept. 13, 
1965, and a hearing was held before Circu it Ju dge John 
Dix on Sept. 17, 1965. 
The case remains at that point, since the ru ral dis­ 
trict, u nderstandably , has not asked for a decision by the 
cou rt, and the city also has not asked for the cou rt’s 
ru ling. 
In this stalemated period, the ru ral district has con­ 
tinu ed to lev y tax es from the property in the affected 
area, which since 1969 hav e amou nted to abou t $85,000 tax 
rev enu e loss to the city .

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
biggest defense bill since World 
War II was approv ed by the 
Hou se 
Appropriations 
Com­ 
mittee today : $74.6 billion, in­ 
clu ding most of President Nix ­ 
on’s requ est for more Indochina 
war money . 
The record bill was cu t $4 bil­ 
lion from the President’s re­ 
qu ests, inclu ding a $450-million 
cu t of his $2.8 -billion fu nding 
requ est for increased U.S. war 
operations in Indochina. 
The Hou se is schedu led to 
v ote on the bill Thu rsday . 
The committee approv ed all 
$9 33.5 million asked for more 
bombs and ammu nition in the 
wake of Hanoi’s inv asion of 
Sou th Vietnam and U.S. bomb­ 
ing and mining of North Viet­ 
nam—plu s 139 jet fighters, 6 0 
combat helicopters and other 
hardware. 
Bu t the committee rejected 
dozens of other planes and hu n­ 
dreds of tanks and tru cks re­ 
qu ested for the war, say ing the 
military had not prov ed su f­ 
ficient u rgency . 


The $2.8 -billion requ est was 
to cov er newly intensified U.S. 
war operations throu gh Sept. 
30. Secretary of Defense Melv in 
R. Laird has told Congress the 
ex tra cost cou ld go to $5 billion 
if U.S. operations continu e at 
the present lev el throu gh the 
end of the y ear.

Three Arabs arrested

the three to the Arab raid. 
The names of the three were 
not disclosed. 


German border police were 
making a tight secu rity check 
of all passengers going throu gh 
Mu nich Airport on this final 
day of the Oly mpics.

The police indicated that they 
thou ght a report of shots at the 
Oly mpic Village Su nday night 
was a false alarm.

Boeing Co. has annou nced the 
signing of an agreement to sell 
10 jetliners to mainland China, 
the largest sale of heav y equ ip­ 
ment to the Chinese since trade 
barriers fell earlier this y ear. 
The giant aerospace firm 
said the agreement for sale of 
the Boeing 707s, worth abou t 
$150 million, was signed in Pe­ 
king Su nday after nearly fiv e 
months of negotiations with 
Chinese officials. 
A Boeing spokesman said de­ 
tails were being withheld pend­ 
ing the arriv al in Washington 
Tu esday of By ron H. Miller, 
Boeing’s international sales di- 


rector and head of the team 
that negotiated the contract. 
In Washington, a State De­ 
partment spokesman said he 
cou ld not confirm or deny 
whether the deal had been 
made. Bu t he added that, if it 
had, “it wou ld not be u nex pect­ 
ed.” 
Boeing’s spokesman said the 
long-range, intercontinental jet­ 
liner, with a passenger capac­ 
ity of abou t 180, sells for nearly 
$10 million. Bu t, he said, with 
spare parts, training and other 
equ ipment, the Chinese sale 
probably wou ld total $150 mil­ 
lion. 
An ex port license with a limit 


of $150 million was granted 
Boeing by the Commerce De­ 
partment last Ju ly 5. 
The largest prev iou s single 
sale to China was $2.5 million 
worth of RCA commu nications 
equ ipment for a telev ision sta­ 
tion in Shanghai. 


U.S. officials estimate Chi­ 
nese sales to the United States 
this y ear will be between $40 
million and $50 million. 
U.S.-China trade last y ear 
amou nted to abou t $5 million. 
The Chinese gov ernment re­ 
portedly showed interest du ring 
the talks in all Boeing models, 
inclu ding the 747 su per jet.

Very few indiv iduals hav e dealt 
with Ev erg lades ecolog y for an ex ­ 
tended p eriod of time, he p oints out. 
Most recent workers hav e run into 
the Ev erg lades for a y ear or so and 
said, “My g osh, it’s not like it’s su p ­ 
p osed to be! ” and then g one off criti­ 
cizing that “the water is too low” or 
“the water is too hig h.” 
The “tru e” Ev erg lades, say s Di­ 
neen, is a v ast sawg rass p rairie, dot­ 
ted with g reen tree islands known as 
hammocks, and otherwise marked 
by sloug hs and strands of v eg eta­ 
tion.

The most commonly accep ted be­ 
lief is that the Ev erg lades dep ends 
up on an ov erflow of water from 
Lake Okeechobee, 100 miles to the 
north. It is this water which the eng i­ 
neers hav e been accused of div ert­ 
ing . 
Recent studies indicate, howev ­ 
er, that it is rainfall in and around 
the area which determines the con­ 
dition of the Glades at any g iv en 
time, and rainfall is notoriously 
fickle. 
If some sp ecies of p lants and ani­ 
mals suffer during a p eriod of 
droug ht, other sp ecies flourish—un­ 
til the retu rn of the op p osite cy cle. 
Stabilization of water lev els in 
the Ev erg lades by remov al of the so- 
called “y o-y o” p rincip le—the fluctu­ 
ations between droug ht and flood— 
would be disastrou s to Ev erg lades 
ecolog y , Dineen contends. 
He sums up : 
“The Ev erg lades is an ex tremely 
toug h and dy namic ecosy stem . . . a 
wide-op en, free-swing ing ecosy stem 
that has been subjected to much 
abu se in recent y ears. The Glades 
are not dead; they are aliv e and well 
in south Florida.”

The org anization, comp osed of 
Americans liv ing in France, hop es 
to enroll as rov ing emissaries for 
Georg e McGov ern many of the one 
million Americans who will v isit 
France this y ear. 


The heart of the driv e, a v ariation 
of the traditional bu mp er sticker 
camp aig n, is the distribu tion at such 
p op ular tou rist meccas as Orly Air­ 
p ort and the Eiffel Tower of lug g ag e 
stickers and lap el buttons bearing 
slog ans p roclaiming “J ’aime Mc­ 


Gov ern,” “Viv re McGov ern” and 
“McGov ern Is My Bag .” 
“The tourist is the most v isible 
and mobile American citizen to be 
found,” say s Eug enia Wilds, a co- 
chairman of the g roup . “Very few 
tou rists bring autos with them, but 
they all carry suitcases, briefcases 
and flig ht bag s. And Georg e McGov ­ 
ern will be riding rig ht along with 
the v oter.” 
It’s a clev er idea, and a g ood 
thing that Senator McGov ern is a 
man. Imag ine the howls from the 
women’s libbers if a lady candidate 
for p resident, which no doubt there 
will someday be, were to be called 
any body ’s “bag .” 


The Fall Offensiv e

This column is written in g reat 
sadness. It is the same sadness I felt 
in Delano, California’s table g rap e 
center, when the p ickers told me, lit­ 
erally with tears in their ey es, that 
their p riests had said they would not 
g o to Heav en if they did not join Ce­ 
sar Chav ez’s United Farm Workers 
Union. Now I must take issue with 
Patrick Cardinal O’Boy le, the arch­ 
bishop of Washing ton, who has 
urg ed all Catholics to join the lettuce 
boy cott. He wrap s that call to ty ran­ 
ny in words which no man can qu ar­ 
rel with, and I quote them : 
“What better day than Labor Day 
to commit ourselv es to help ing those 
disadv antag ed workers—who are 
the salt of the earth— to achiev e 
their basic human rig hts and to take 
their rig htful p lace in the main­ 
stream of American economic life.” 
What better day , ihdeed! For the 
lettuce boy cott dep riv es farm work­ 
ers of those human rig hts which 
Cardinal O’Boy le and y ou and I be­ 
liev e in so firmly . He has been mis­ 
led by Msg r. Georg e Hig g ins and 
others within the United States 
Catholic Conference who know the 
facts but who believ e that for their 


own g ood the farm workers of this 
country should be coerced into join­ 
ing a “union” which is admittedly 
anti-democratic and imp oses an ille­ 
g al closed shop throug h its hiring 
halls. He does not know that the 
ov erwhelming majority of g rap e 
workers were forced into the Chav ez 
union they bitterly op p ose. 
How, in fact, could he know that it 
was the bitter resistance of the 
workers which stop p ed Cesar Cha­ 
v ez dead in his tracks? Or that with­ 
out rep resentational elections, and 
only after the g rap e boy cott had 
p ushed the g rowers to the edg e of 
bankrup tcy , secretly neg otiated and 
secretly sig ned contracts forced the 
workers to join on p ain of losing 
their liv elihoods? 
I was in Delano. I saw it hap p en.

The tru th, as all the ev i­ 
dence conclusiv ely shows, was that 
the g rap e p ickers made the hig hest 
ag ricu ltu ral wag es in the United 
States, that their working conditions 
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'Hi th ere, Glo ria Steinern!" 


Russ ian dis s e nt

WASHINGTON (NEA)— Bits 
and p ieces of information out of Rus­ 
sia these p ast months sug g est dis­ 
sent is g rowing . 
The ev idence is that Sov iet secur­ 
ity p olice hav e the dissenters well 
under control. But Moscow’s in­ 
creasing concern with internal 
thoug ht security combined with the 
g rowth of what mu st be termed na­ 
tional chauv inistic g roup s leag ued 
with the KBG and the Russian Army 
must inev itably stand in the way of a 
realistic rap p rochement with the 
United States. 
The data at hand sug g ests there 
will be only those deals in arms, sci­ 
ence and economics necessary for 
surv iv al of the Sov iet establishment 
and essential if the U.S.S.R. is to 
hold its own in world comp etition. 
Thoug ht control is on the in­ 
crease. More instances are rep orted 
in which p rominent men are arrest­ 
ed in secret, tried in secret and si­ 
lently ship p ed off to a p rison camp 
or insane asy lum—all this accom­ 
p lished in day s before friends and 
families can mobilize p rotests. 
There are more rep orts of KGB 
raids on intellectuals, the confisca­ 
tion of forbidden manu scrip ts and 
the backy ard strong -arming of the 
educated. There are also rep orts 
that these crackdowns may be in­ 
creasing the number of dissidents. 
There is no ev idence the reg ime 
is in trouble. The op p osition is larg e­ 
ly comp osed of intellectuals, emo­ 
tionally strong ly ag ainst p olice op ­ 
p ression of ideas, but hop elessly di­ 
v ided on what should be done. 
A recent sp ate of studies by 
American scholars sug g ests the in­ 
tellectuals by and larg e are ig norant 
of what is actually hap p ening in the 
Sov iet Union and how the g ov ern­ 
ment op erates. They are likewise ig ­ 
norant of how other g ov ernmental 


sy stems (such as democracy ) func­ 
tion in p ractice. 
In the main, with some notable 
ex cep tions, they are fearful of what 
the reg ime will do to their careers 
and their families. Because of these 
factors, the p rotests hav e thus far 
made little headway desp ite the oc­ 
casional p ublicity g iv en the u nder­ 
g round writing s of the p rotesters, 
the infrequent p ublic trials and op en 
p rotests. 
The g ov ernment also is faced 
with a dilemma. It has not been will­ 
ing to retu rn to the massiv e p urg es 
of Stalin’s day , when more than a 
million p arty members were arrest- 
ed, with fewer than 50,000 ev er 
coming out of p rison aliv e, accord­ 
ing to Academician Andrei Sak- 
hariv . 
There is a feeling among some 
American stu dents of the Sov iet in­ 
tellectual underg round that so long 
as the Brezhnev reg ime is unwilling 
to g o back to the Stalin ty p e terror, it 
will not be able to p rev ent the steady 
g rowth of the dissent. 
For one thing , the g ov ernment is 
caug ht in a box . Some of the strong ­ 
est dissenters are brilliant p hy sical 
scientists, irrep laceable in their 
jobs, and badly needed in Moscow’s 
military , scientific and economic 
dev elop ment p lans. To jail these 
men for long terms would be coun­ 
terp roductiv e. 
For another, an accused intellec­ 
tual p asses his p ap ers on to his 
friends, if he can, before the p olice 
arriv e. There seem to be more than 
enoug h willing hands to circu late 
banned nov els, p oems and rep orts of 
p olice sup p ression. 
Nov els such as Georg e Orwell’s 
“198 4” g et all the g reater and more 
ap p reciativ e audiences for being 
confiscated—and for being read in 
handwritten or ty p ed cop ies smug ­ 
g led from man to man.

were ex cellent, and that 90 p er cent 
of them were p ermanent residents of 
Delano and the surrounding commu­ 
nities in the San Joaquin Valley . 
Now those workers, whose wag es 
had risen steadily and dramatically 
before Chav ez entered the scene, 
must g o cap in hand to his union if 
they want a job, and they earn less— 
as they themselv es told me—u nder a 
United Farm Workers Union which 
will not g iv e them the rig ht to v ote 
for union officers because, as Dolo­ 
res Huerta, the second-in-command, 
say s op enly , they are too backward 
to understand democracy . 
Cardinal O’Boy le does not know 
that the cry ag ainst “non-union” let­ 
tuce is as p hony as one of Cesar’s 
fasts. Most of the lettuce which Car­ 
dinal O’Boy le would hav e us boy cott 
is p icked by workers rep resented by 
the Teamsters union, some of it un­ 
der collectiv e barg aining ag ree­ 
ments g oing back almost a decade. 
Chav ez is wag ing a jurisdictional 
fig ht ag ainst the Teamsters because 
he believ es that the lettuce workers 
belong to him, that he has some God- 
g iv en rig ht to their dues which he 
will not share with any other union. 
If Chav ez wins that fig ht, then he 


will hav e succeeded in dep riv ing thé 
lettuce workers of the human and 
Constitutional rig ht of freedom of 
association. At no time has Chav ez» 
who was recently disav owed by the 
Chicano mov ement, offered any ev i­ 
dence that the g rowers used coer­ 
cion ag ainst the workers to keep 
them out of his union—unless v ag ué 
rhetoric constitutes p roof. When my 
book, Little Cesar, ap p eared-r 
crammed with ev idence to the com 
trary —it was attacked by Monsig nor 
Hig g ins in three slashing columns 
which called me names but p resent* 
ed not one fact in rebu ttal. 
Cardinal O’Boy le is, I am certain, 
a g ood and sincere man. Then let 
him p onder this: During my last v is­ 
it to Delano scores and scores of 
workers told me that they were nq 
long er attending what they called 
the “union chu rch” because their 
ap p eals for help and u nderstanding 
were rejected by their p riests with 
rancor and hostility . Cardinal 
O’Boy le’s su p p ort of the lettuce boy ­ 
cott will make headlines, but it will 
sav e few souls.

If y ou or any one of y our ac­ 
quaintance is nearing 65, remember 
y ou risk losing v aluable p rotection 
by failure to sig n up early for Medi­ 
care. 
To be cov ered under the federal 
p rog ram, an indiv idual can’t wait 
until he or she is 65, but must enroll 
well before that birthday , the Health 
Insurance Institute cautions. 
It’s p ossible to enroll as soon as 
y ou’re withing three months of y our 
65th birthday . It’s mandatory to en­ 
roll some time within the nex t two 
months. If y ou show up to enroll lat­ 
er than one month p rior to y our 
birthday , y ou’v e waited too long . 
The indiv idual who fails to enroll 
by that time will hav e lost at least 
one month’s p rotection and will hav e 
to foot the bills for any medical or 
hosp ital care that’s needed during 
this g ap p eriod. 
There’s fu rther p enalty for those 
who hav en’t sig ned up within three 
months after the 65th birthday . They 
may not be able to enroll for as long 
as one y ear. In addition to the lost 
p rotection there’s a g ood chance 
that p remiums will be hig her. 
While Medicare and Medicaid 
are now cov ering around 60 p er cent 
of the cost of hosp ital care and p hy ­ 
sicians’ charg es for the 65-and-ov er, 
there’s ev idence in recent fig ures 
from the Social Security Adminis­ 
tration that out-of-p ocket ex p enses 


are still a substantial item—one that 
has to be taken into account in p lan­ 
ning retirement finances. 
In fiscal 1971, say s the SSA, the 
av erag e medical bill for a p erson 65 
or older was $8 61. That was more 
than six times as much as the medi­ 
cal ex p enses of the under-19 y outh 
g roup ($140), and 2V2 times as much 
as was sp ent by those between 19 
and 64 ($323). 
Before p assag e of the Medicare 
and Medicaid laws in 1966 older p eo^ 
p ie were out-of-p ocket for about half 
their medical ex p enses. In 1971, re­ 
imbu rsements by federal p rog rams 
and p riv ate insu rance cut their out- 
of-p ocket share to about one-fourth. 
Yet, because of escalating medical 
costs, the dollar total was nearly the 
same—$234 in 1966, $225 in 1971. 
Thus the ty p ical retired coup le 
would seem to be sp ending $450 a 
y ear, out of p ocket, to p ay for health 
care. The av erag e p ay ment to a re­ 
tired coup le will be about $271, after 
the 20 p er cent increase in Sep tem­ 
ber, according to the SSA. 
; 
Clearly when a coup le has to 
sp end nearly two months’ income on 
health care, the “ womb-to-tomb 
welfare state” is not quite a reality 
in this country . And the moral is—' 
for those with time y et remaining -? 
that we’d better p lan on taking sub? 
stantial p riv ate funds into retire­ 
ment with us.

f Just to keep busy, Marty

s- “I have to make up my mind 
iby June of 19 73,” he says. ‘‘If I 
\ plan to run, I’ve done all I have 
x to do. I know enough of the key 
Jpeople in the state that I have to 
Jknow to put an organization to­ 
geth er. I know a lot of them 
i-th rough the peace movement.” 
J The politicization of Martin 
jStone began a short half dozen 
vyears ago. 
J “All I ever wanted to be,” he 
Jsays, “was a sports writer or a 
jpro baseball player. When I 
¿went to UCLA, Frank Mankie- 
Jwicz (now Sen. George McGov- 
pern’s campaign coordinator) 
rwas the sports editor. Then my 
¿father told me I had to go to law 
¿school. He didn’t think it was 
-appropriate for me to play 
¿baseball. So I went to law 
¿school. In those days, when 
¿your father said you went to law 
^ school, you went. 
¿r “My parents had always been 
¿poor and I had this great sense 
•*bf a need for economic security. 
'From 1951 until 19 65, I never 
¿thought of anything else.” 
| He went to work, out of col­ 
lege, as a lawyer for a corpora­ 
tion which had bought a lot of 
¿small companies. “Why don’t 
¿you let me run one?” asked 
rStone. That was Monogram. 
¿Eventually he built it into a 
¿conglomerate with sales of $150 
¿million annually, even taking 
Vtime out during one period to

a lawyer friend who had been 
an assistant to Atty. Gen. Rob­ 
ert Kennedy, told Marty he was 
going to run for secretary of 
state in California. 
“Norb, that’s great,” said 
Marty. 
“Yeah, but I’d like you to be 
my campaign chairman,” said 
Schlei. 
“Me? Why me? I don’t know 
anything about politics. ” 
“Well, you’ve run a success­ 
ful business. Maybe you can 
run a successful political cam­ 
paign. Besides, I’ve asked ev­ 
eryone else and no one will do 
it.” 
“ With that flattering re­ 
quest,” said Stone, “I’ll do it.” 
Schlei lost by half a million 
votes, dragged down by the gu­ 
bernatorial loss of Pat Brown to 
Ronald Reagan by a million 
votes. 
“That got me a little interest­ 
ed,” recalls Stone. “ I began 
feeling the Vietnam war was 
ruining the country. Then Norb 
had me appointed to the Demo­ 
cratic state central commit­ 
tee.” 
At a meeting in San Diego, 
the main speaker didn’t show. 
Stone was asked to fill in. He 
got up and made a speech con­ 
demning the committee as hyp­ 
ocritical for endorsing Presi­ 
dent Lyndon Johnson’s Viet­ 
nam policies, “for putting party 
ahead of country.” 
“The reaction was wild,” re­ 
calls Stone. “Half got up and 
cheered. Half booed. Then peo­ 
ple began calling from around 
the country to help round up a 
candidate to knock off Johnson. 
I agreed to be chairman of the 
Eugene McCarthy drive and 
that’s how I really got involved 
in politics.” 


He worked in Ohio, New 
York, Tennessee, Pennsylvania 
and Alaska for various candi­ 
dates and learned how to or­ 
ganize a campaign. In Los An­ 
geles the past three years he 
has been head of the Urban Co­ 
alition. He was an early Muskie 
backer for the presidential 
nomination but finds George 
McGovern his kind of man, too, 
and has raised money and giv­ 
en parties for him. Politics has 
grabbed him. 
“I never held elective office,” 
says Stone. “ I never ran for of­ 
fice in school and didn’t care 
much for the kids who did. 
“If I do it at this stage of my 
life, the reason is I’ve been 
deeply involved with a lot of 
problems—urban 
problems 
particularly. It’s a challenge, 
and up to now I’ve desperately 
sought new challenges. ” 
Therfe are also negative con­ 
siderations. 
“On the other hand,” he re­ 
flects, “ I’ve always lived a very 
private kind of life. I never 
back away from saying any­ 
thing I feel like saying. I don’t 
like kissing anybody’s rear end 
to get this support or vote. I 


don’t like cocktail parties or 
large gatherings. I like to pick 
my friends. It’s not easy to give 
up.” 
But on the other hand, as 
Tevye said in “Fiddler on the 
Roof”—“I’ve got a group of 
people who indicate they’d sup­ 
port me. I’ve been a fund rais­ 
er, so that would be no prob­ 
lem.” 
There is, in other words, 
more to come in the busy life of 
Martin Stone.

Sayers quits after 
dismal comeback 


CHICAGO (AP) — Gale Sa- 
- y ers, the Kansas Comet who re- 
• wrote National Football Leagu e 
ball-carry ing records in his 
early y ears with the Chicago 
Bears and before that those of 
the Big Eight Conference, 
retired Su nday . 
He retired with the grace 
qu ite ex pectable in a man who 
bore his su ccess and acclaim 
with modesty , and the afflic­ 
tions that robbed him of speed 
and skills with fortitu de and fu ­ 
tile determination to ov ercome 
them. 
He said nothing of his 
achiev em ents in the past: 
Twice All-America at Kansas, 
Rookie of the Year with the 
Bears in 1965, fiv e times All- 
NFL, three times NFL leading 
ru sher, three times Pro Bowl 
most v alu able play er, eight 
NFL records, selection on all- 
time all-pro team. 
There was no allu sion to the 
widely -held belief that Say ers, 
29, the 6-foot, 19 8 -pou nder who 
ran the 100 in 9 .7 seconds in his 
hey day was the greatest ball- 
carry ing halfback ev er. 
There was no mention of the 
grinding tackle by Kerm it 
Alex ander, San 
Francisco 
defensiv e back in 1968, that 
wrecked his right knee and 
began the erosion of the blin­ 
ding speed, the change-of-pace, 
the 
stu tter-step 
and 
the 
astonishing change of direction 
that terrorized NFL defenses 
for fiv e y ears. 
Nor did he plead for another 
chance: He staged a comeback 
in 1969 for another 1,000-y ard 
plu s season and another ru sh­ 
ing leadership. For that football 
writers v oted him the George S. 
Halas award for the most 
cou rageou s play er of the y ear. 
Nor did he apologize for the 
dismal showing in the Bears’ 
last pre-season game the night 
before, a game the Bears lost to 
the St. Lou is Cardinals 33-14. He 
carried the ball three times: 
once for no gain, once for a 
fu mble ru n back for a tou ch­ 
down by Larry Stallings, and 
again for a fu mble that gav e the 
Cards’ the ball on the Bears’ 11- 
y ard line and, in two play s, 
another tou chdown. 
Say ers said simply : 
“It’s with a great deal of re­ 
lu ctance I am annou ncing my 


retirement.' From high school, 
throu gh college at Kansas and 
on to the Bears, football has 
been my life. It has giv en me 
many opportu nities that now 
assu re my fu tu re. 
“It brou ght me many new 
friends, and I want to thank 
them for stay ing by me and be­ 
liev ing in me these past two 
y ears.” 
He spoke not of the heart­ 
break of mostly riding the 
bench since inju ry to his left 
knee in a pre-season game in 
1970. He play ed in only two 
games in each of the 197 0 and 
1971 seasons and only briefly 
and inefectiv ely . 
Rigorou s ex ercises with 
weights many men might not 
ev en be able to lift cou ld not re­ 
store the lost strength and 
speed. “He obv iou sly wasn’t his 
old self,” a Bears spokesman 
said. 
This wou ld hav e been the 


third y ear of athree-y ear con­ 
tract Say ers signed in 1969. His 
pay was $7 5,000 a y ear. 
Say ers has been employ ed in 
a brokerage, Paine, Webber, 
Jackson and Cu rtis, in recent 
y eears and had taken a leav e of 
absence for football. Presu m­ 
ably he will remain with the 
brokerage fu ll time now. 
The game Satu rday night was 
known to be the final test for 
Say ers, who on Dec. 12, 1965 
had raced to six tou chdowns 
against the San Francisco For­ 
ty -Niners—ty ing a record; 
ru shed 336 y ards in nine car­ 
ries, cau ght a pass for one of 
the tou chdowns, intercepted 
two passes and ran them back 
89 y ards, and retu rned fiv e 
pu nts for a total of 134 y ards. 
He flu nked that test Satu r­ 
day . 
His Bear bosses were senti­ 
mental in their comments, bu t 
not in their decisions.

ST. LOUIS (AP)— “We like 
to think we cau sed some of the 
m istakes,” com m ented Bob 
Hollway , whose St. Lou is Car­ 
dinals play ed marau ders in a 
final National Football Leagu e 
tu neu p Satu rday night. 
Hollway , whose team doomed 
itself with fu mbles and missed 
assignments in 197 1, was on the 
receiv ing end as the Cards 
bombarded the hapless Chicago 
Bears 33-14. 
Tim Van Galder, zeroing in 
on a starting berth at qu arter­ 
back, directed a smooth attack 
in the first two qu arters as the 
Cards grabbed a 24-0 lead. ' 
Bu t Chicago errors, inclu ding 
fiv e lost fu mbles and three pass 
interceptions, were the decisiv e 
element in a v ictory ending the 
Cards’ pre-season at 4-2. 
“I’d say ou r team is more 
confident: thev ’re more aware 
of what we want them to do. 
They ’re showing great enthu si­ 


asm ,” said Hollway , who a y ear 
ago conv erted Cardinal de­ 
fenses to zones. 
“The interceptions I like to 
think were good play s,” he add­ 
ed. “I’d still like to see ou r front 
fou r progress. Bu t I think we’v e 
made some great strides.” 


The game was apparently the 
final in the NFL for Chicago 
ru nning great Gale Say ers, who 
annou nced his retirement 24 
hou rs later following a dismal 
showing. 
Say ers, taking his only pre­ 
season test, carried for no gain 
and then fu mbled the nex t time, 
Cards linebacker Larry Stall­ 
ings hau ling the bobble 20 y ards 
to score. 
Two play s into the nex t Bears 
series Say ers slipped off the left 
side for fiv e y ards bu t fu mbled 
again and cornerback Miller 
Farr cov ered at the Chicago 11 
to set u p another tou chdown. 


MUNICH (AP) - The Inter­ 
national Oly mpic Committee 
left Ru ssia in possession of the 
basketball gold medal today 
bu t held open a remote chance 
that the U.S. protest cou ld be 
u pheld in Febru ary . 
The IOC also barred 11 Paki­ 
stani field hockey play ers from 
the Oly mpics for life — ju st as 
it 
had 
American 
dashmen 
Vince Matthews and Way ne 
Collett — for disrespectfu l be­ 
hav ior on the v ictory stand. 
An IOC spokesman said the 
United States had been asked 
for a written statement of its 
protest against Ru ssia’s 51-50 
v ictory , gained with a basket 
su nk in ex tra seconds tacked on 
by officials at the end of the 
game. 
He said the protest wou ld be 
stu died at the IOC’s nex t meet­ 
ing at Lau sanne, Switzerland, 
bu t he added the chance that it 
wou ld be u pheld was remote. 
It was the first time in his­ 
tory that the United States had 
lost an Oly mpic basketball 
game. The play ers v oted not to 
accept the silv er medal. The 
Ru ssians and the third-place 
Cu bans showed u p for the med­ 
al presentation and the crowd 
booed when officials bearing 
the medals stood for a minu te 
or so before the v acant No. 2 
podiu m. 
The Pakistanis competed in 
Su nday ’s final field hockey 
game, which was won by West 
Germany 1-0. 
Pakistani 
play ers 
twirled 
their silv er medals and faced 
away from the German flag 
when the national anthem was 
play ed. Pakistani fans nearly 
rioted. The crowd booed and 
jeered. 
Matthews 
and 
Collett 
slou ched on the v ictory stand 
and tu rned away from the U.S. 
flag when the national anthem 
was play ed after their 1-2 finish 
in the 400-meter ru n. 
Althou gh banned from the 
Oly mpics for life, they were 
allowed to keep their medals, 
and so were the Pakistanis. 
Earlier Monday , the Inter­ 
national Field Hockey Feder­ 
ation su spended the Pakistan 
Hockey Federation and said it 
wou ld take “grav e sanctions” 
against the Pakistan Oly mpic 
team. 
Of the basketball final, Kev in 
Joy ce, U.S. basketball star, 
said, “They ’v e been try ing to 
rook the Americans in the 
Oly mpics and they ’v e finally 
done it!” 
The U.S. loss of the basket­ 
ball game—the first in 64 con­ 
tests since the American-born 
sport was introdu ced to the 
Oly mpics in the 1936 Berlin 
Games—was the u ltimate blow 
to the U.S. spirit which had 
taken a roller coaster ride 
since these Games began here 
Au g. 26. 
There were, of cou rse, mo­ 
ments of incredible elation. The 
magnificent Mark Spitz with 
his sev en gold medals led the 


way as America’s aqu akids 
dominated the swimming. 
And there was Su nday ’s final 
track-and-field 
competition, 
when Larry Black, Robert Tay ­ 
lor, Gerald Tinker and Eddie 
Hart blazed America to v ictory 
in the 400-meter relay s and 
when Frank Shorter, a Mu nich- 
born Yale gradu ate, became 
the first U.S. winner of the 
marathon in 64 y ears. 
Bu t as the thou ghts of glory 
fade away , names like Rick De- 
Mont, Vince Matthews and 
Way ne Collett will linger, along 
with other distastefu l memo­ 
ries. 
It was Demont, a 16-y ear-old 
swimmer from San Rafael, Ca­ 
lif., who took a medication con­ 
taining Ephedrine to combat 
his asthma—and was depriv ed 
of the gold medal he’d won in 
the 400-meter freesty le becau se 
U.S. team officials neglected to 


tell him to change medications 
since Ephedrine was banned by 
the IOC. 
It was Matthews and Collett, 
gold and silv er medalists in the 
400-meter dash, who breached 
Oly mpic decoru m on the v icto­ 
ry stand, chatting and relax ing 
du ring the play ing of the na­ 
tional anthem, an action which 
brou ght ou t the wrath of the 
IOC, which barred them from 
the rest of the Games—and 
thu s kay oed America’s entry in 
the 1,600-meter relay s. 
There 
were 
lesser 
con­ 
trov ersies, too. Some, particu ­ 
larly U.S. box ing Coach Bobby 
Lewis, 
felt America’s poor 
showing in the ring—ju st one 
gold and three bronzes—was 
the resu lt of ju dges who v oted 
not on what they saw bu t on 
how their politics ran. 
And when Hart and Rey Rob­ 
inson showed u p too late for 


their qu alify ing heats in the 
100-meter dash, some felt it 
was the resu lt not of in­ 
competence on the part of U.S. 
track officials bu t of noncoope­ 
ration 
and 
schedu le 
mis­ 
handling by Oly mpic organ­ 
izers. 
Bu t it all ends u p as one rath­ 
er large moot point. What 
stands ou t, among other things, 
is that, after Su nday ’s com­ 
petition, the medals race went 
to the Sov iet Union, with a total 
of 99, inclu ding 50 golds. The 
United States came in second 
with 33 golds, 30 silv ers,and 30 
bronzes for 93 medals. East 
Germany was nex t with 66 
medals, 20 of them gold. 
The basketball game had all 
the intrigu e and confu sion of a 
Ru ssian-American spy encou n­ 
ter. The United States, trailing 
the entire game, seemed to 
hav e it won when Illinois 


State’s Dou g Collins sank two 
free throws with three seconds 
remaining. 
Ru ssia tossed the ball in, 
called time ou t with (me second 
left, then tried a desperation 
shot that nev er came close. It 
was ju bilation time for Coach 
Hank Iba and his kids. 
Or was it? Some official- 
some say it was a referee, oth­ 
ers claim it was Dr. R. William 
Jones, the British secretary - 
general of the International 
Amateu r 
Basketball 
Feder­ 
ation-ru led that, becau se of 
the confu sion, Ru ssia still had 
three seconds left. 
So the Ru ssians tossed the 
ball in again, this time a 
length-of-the-flor pass to Alek-

While nearly ev ery other high 
school football team is sweating 
ou t its lack of nu mbers, Ohio 
has finally fou nd enou gh play ­ 
ers to practice scrimmage.

Jo nes (name ficticio us), so me 
o bserv ers feel the detentio n 
pro cess is in itself a crime. To 
co rrect the situ atio n, peo ple 
and o rg anizatio ns in 25 U.S. cit­ 
ies hav e beg un o r are planning 
pre-trial div ersio n pro jects. In 
Philadelphia, as ex ample, the 
city ’s pro batio n o ffice and the 
Philco -Fo rd Co rpo ratio n hav e 
teamed to institu te a pro cess 
whereby at least so me (180 so 
far) peo ple awaiting trial can 
be g rabbed o ut o f the hands o f 
tu rnk ey s and placed in the 
hands o f co unselo rs. 
The pro g ram here is called 
the Philco u rt Pretrial Div er­ 
sio n Pro g ram. Lamo nt Jo nes is 
a beneficiary . No w, he’s no 
saint. He’s been in jail sev eral 
times. He’s ro bbed peo ple, been 
o n dru g s, raised hell mo st o f his 
life. Yet, acco rding to Phil­ 
co u rt, he’s a hu man being and 
therefo re salv ag eable. Few 
day s ag o his case was lo o k ed 
into , while he was still in deten­ 
tio n. Bo b Williams, a pro batio n 
o fficer who directs the Phil­ 
co u rt pro ject, decided the 
y o ung man was no t o n the no -no 
list. (“Rig ht no w, we do n’t co n­ 
sider mu rder su spects, sex o f­ 
fenders, addicts o r o ther peo ple 
who mig ht be a dang er to the 
pu blic” ), and so , set the wheels 
in mo tio n. Autho rities ag reed to 
release Jo nes to Philco u rt’s 
custo dy . “Ju st lik e that,” say s 
the su spected bu rg lar. “I was 
in detentio n fo r nearly two 
mo nths, and ju st lik e that I’m 
o ut. 
The rest o f Lamo nt Jo nes’ re­ 
lease, fo r su re, wo n’t be “ju st 


lik e that.” He has been g iv en 
psy cho lo g ical tests, assig ned a 
co unselo r and to ld that he will 
hav e to do his part if he do esn’t 
want to end back up in jail. 
Philco urt wo rk ers are prepared 
to g iv e him an “in-depth so cial 
ev alu atio n,” educatio n ev alu ­ 
atio n, leg al help and, mo st im­ 
po rtant, emplo y ment and-o r 
jo b training assistance. The 
ho pe is that Jo nes will co o per­ 
ate, stay o ut o f tro uble, learn, 
chang e—and, with the help o f a 
sy mpathetic ju dg e and pro fi­ 
cient jo b placement peo ple, 
wind up, ev entu ally , so o n, o n a 
steady jo b, in an edu catio nal in­ 
stitutio n, o r o n o ther stable 
g ro und. 
To be su re, Lamo nt Jo nes 
may no t mak e it. Chances are, 
in fact, he will flo p. Only 3 0 per 
cent o f the Philco u rt cases thus 
far (in six mo nths o f o peratio n) 
hav e ended happily — that is, 
with emplo y ment o r scho o l o r 
jo b training . Yet, as pro batio n 
o fficer Williams say s: “Ev en if 
he fails, we will hav e tried.” 
There is, o f co urse, a certain 
amo u nt, 
perhaps 
a 
g o o d 
amo unt, o f risk inv o lv ed in try ­ 
ing to help pretrial priso ners. 
All so cial wo rk ers hav e bad 
dreams abo ut the peo ple who 
tak e adv antag e o f so ciety ’s be­ 
nev o lence. The reco rds are 
stuffed with ex amples o f pretri­ 
al priso ners who hav e been re­ 
leased, v ia bail, o r the ju dg e’s 
determinatio n, o r whatev er, 
o nly to stick so mebo dy up, beat 
so mebo dy up o r mu rder their 
wiv es. Yet this is a risk , Phil­ 
co urt o fficers ag ree, that must 


be tak en. Say s Williams: “If 
y o u tak e a g uy o ut and try to 
help him, y o u hav e at least a 
chance at su ccess. If y o u leav e 
him in there, the chance is re­ 
du ced.” Adds o ne Philco u rt 
client: “Lemme tell y o u what 
y o u do in detentio n. Yo u sit 
aro u nd all day , all week , do ing 
no thing . So metimes y o u play 
cards. So metimes y o u ex ercise. 
So metimes y o u sleep. Yo u do 
this fo r a few mo nths and, final­ 
ly , y o u g o to trial. May be y o u 
g uilty . May be no t. Either way , 
y o u wanna scream at the 
wo rld.” 
“Ju stice delay ed is ju stice 
denied.” A bro mide. But tru e. 
Rig ht no w in Philadelphia, say s 
Philco u rt’s Bo b Williams, and 
rig ht no w all acro ss America 
there are hundreds o f tho u­ 
sands o f peo ple wasting away in 
pretrial detentio n, g uilty until 
pro v en inno cent. “ It ain’t 


rig ht,” say s Lamo nt Jo nes. “I 
k no w I ain’t o ne to talk abo ut 
what’s rig ht and wro ng .cBut it 
still ju st ain’t rig ht.”
